Thay 
dare not go to the Magistrates and stato their 
cases, because they know that meats simply 
that they will get fourteen daya hard Iabour 
1g rogues and vagobonds; and tho con- 
Baquence isthat there is little prospect bofore 
them but that of leading a loafing, useless, 
and, perhaps, criminal life, « . 

Jt cannot bo justly said that itis their own 
fault that they are thus turned adrift. The 
accident has arisen from the peculiarly 
clumsy and unsatisfactory nature ‘of the 
Gambling Licensing arrangementa. The 
Government have reaped large profits by. tho 
system, without however having any respon- 
sibility towards those employed to carry it 
out; but we cannot help hoping that they 
will not consider this a rezson for relusiug to 
act in much the same way asif they hed 
actually, as they have virtually, employed the 
European Watchmen themselves. Out of the 
large profits that_bave accraed no better use 
could be made of a portion than that of pro- 
viding passages for such of these men aa may 
be desirous to proceed home ;- and it is to’ be 
hoped that in this instance we shall not-bave 
an exhibition of what so frequently takes 
place in the disposal of funds, thxt they are 
given to objecta that ‘imako » show, whilo 
rouch wore natural calls, the response. to 
which would not attract public attention, are 
overlooked. Rendering assistance to these 
mon would not, itis true, attract so’ much 
praise as subsidising a Church, a Hospital, 
or some other public institution ; but if the 
act would not be seen of mén, it would he 
none the lesy a fitting one, nay, none the less 
the duty of the Government to sea. that 
twenty-five Europeans bo not needlesaly.cast 
upon this Colony, which of all’ places in the 
world is the most. hopeless to the poor, the 
friendless, the uneducated. In larger places 
men who will work need seldom starve; but 


here literally a man with the best intentions, 


may have no choice between starvation und 
the gaol, It is a diegrace to this Community 
that there is no place for the relief of friend- 
less Europeans; but such isthe fect, and we 
trust the Government will not forget it when 
the question what sbould be done with regard 
to these men comes under consideration,
